In  the  preparation  of  this  report  I have 
endeavoured  to  deal  briefly  with  all  matters  within  my  responsibility 
regarding  public  health  and  preventive  medicine  and  I have  included 
all  the  subjects  specifically  requested  by  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health 
in  Circular  1/54  (Wales).

SECTION  2.  GENERAL  PROVISIONS  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES. 


Public  Health  Officers.  There  was  no  change  in  the  public  health 

officers  during  the  year,  Mr.  G.G.  Evans 
remained  as  your  Sanitary  Inspector. 

Laboratory  Facilities.  During  the  year  laboratory  facilities  were 

available  at  Cardiff,  Newport,  Carmarthen, 
Swansea,  Aberystwyth  and  Brecon,  All  water  samples  were  sent  to  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Hereford,  whilst  any  investigation  required 
in  the  control  of  infectious  disease  were  performed  by  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  at  Cardiff,  All  the  milk  sampling  was  done  by  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Hereford. 
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Ambulance  Facilities.  As  a result  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act, 

1946,  the  County  Council  were  responsible  for 
the  provision  of  an  ambulance  service  and  made  use  of  the  existing 
St.  John's  ambulance  for  general  use  while  ambulances  from  Merthyr 
Isolation  Hospital  conveyed  patients  suffering  from  infectious  disease 
to  hospital. 

Home  Nursing.  Under  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  the  County 
Council  were  responsible  for  the  provision  of  home 
nursing  facilities.  The  nurses  previously  partly  employed  by  various 
district  nursing  associations  were  whole  time  employees  of  the  County 
Counc il. 

Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics.  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinics, 

administered  by  the  County  Council,  are 
held  regularly  at  Hay  and  Talgarth,  Ante  natal  clinics  and  facilities 
for  the  treatment  of  minor  ailments,  immunisation,  dental,  orthopaedic 
and  eye  defects  are  also  available. 

- Hospitals » The  hospital  needs  of  the  residents  of  the  district  for  all 
diseases  apart  from  infectious  disease, are  provided  for  by 
the  Brecon  War  Memorial  Hospital,  A certain  number  of  cases  are  also 
admitted  into  Hereford  Hospital.  Merthyr  Isolation  Hospital  and  Hereford 
Isolation  Hospital  receive  cases  of  infectious  disease. 

For  the  treatment  of  cases  of  smallpox  arangements  have  been 
made  by  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health  for  beds  to  be  available  at  the  Penrhys 
Hospital,  Rhondda. 

Disinfection.  In  the  main,  the  methods  used  for  any  required  disinfection 
have  been  fumigation  and  spraying. 

SECTION  5.  MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

These  services  are  administered  by  the  County  Council  and  include 
clinics  for  maternity  and  child  welfare,  immunisation,  dental, 
orthopaedic  and  eye  treatment  and  foe  expectant  mothers.  Provision  is 
also  made  for  the  provision  of  free  and  cheap  rate  milk  and  medicinal 
foods.  The  supervision  of  midwives,  child  life  protection  and  the  care 
of  premature  and  illegitimate  infants  is  also  the  responsibility  of  the 
County  Council. 

SECTION  4.  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES. 

I am  indebted  to  your  Sanitary  Inspector  for  the  reports  on  water 
supplies,  sewerage  and  workings  of  the  Factories  Acts  which  are  included 
in  this  section  of  the  report. 

Water  Supplies,  Water  has  been  satisfactory  in  quantity  during  the  year 

for  those  dwellings  below  the  Ordnance  contour  of  500 
feet,  but  most  unsatisfactory  for  the  majority  of  the  dwellings  above 
this  height.  The  wet  season  helped  considerably  in  the  maintenance  of 
the  supplies. 

The  scheme  previously  submitted  by  a consulting  Engineer 
was  considered  during  the  year  but  real  progress  seems  very  slow. 

In  the  district  there  are  18  water  supplies  serving 
six  dwellings  or  more  by  pipes  either  into  the  dwellings  or  to  stand- 
pipes, Of  these  18  supplies,  6 are  owned  by  the  Council.  There  are 
170  supplies  serving  5 dwellings  or  less  and  60  of  those  are  piped 
supplies,  the  remaining  110  being  either  pumps  or  springs. 
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Details  of  the  water  supply  for  each  parish  is  given  below:- 

1. Aberllynf i.  The  quantity  of  water  in  this  parish  has  been 

A satisfactory  during  the  year. The  Council  own  the 

•ipply  known  as  the  Lodge  serving  the  hamlet  of  Three  Cocks. All  the 
houses  in  this  parish  have  water  pipes  inside  the  house. 

One  sample  of  water  was  sent  for  bacteriological 
examination, and  this  was  ■unsatisfactory. 

2 ,  Bronllys .There  are  two  public  supplies  in  this  parish. One  of  these 

is  owned  by  the  Welsh  Regional  Hospital  Board  and  this 
supplies  the  sanatorium  and  all  dwelling  houses  on  the  estate. The 
other  supply  is  owned  by  the  Council  and  water  is  drawn  from  springs 
under  the  Minfield  bank  and  is  not  treated. This  supply  is  augmented 
from  the  Talgarth  Supply  during  periods  of  drought  .Ninety  nine 
dwellings  are  served  from  this  supply. There  are  thirteen  other  supplies 
in  this  parish,all  privately  owned, No  samples  of  water  wore  sent  for 
analysis  during  the  year, Three  samples  were  taken  from  privato  supplies 
and  thoso  were  satisfactory. 

S.Glynfach  and  the  Usk  Valley  Portion  of  Tregoyd  and  Vclindro. 

There  are  ton  privato  supplies  in  this  area , throe  arc  piped 
into  four  dwellings, none  are  troatod,and  the  other  sevon  are  simply 
manning  springs  near  the  small-holdings . It  would  not  bo  difficult  in 
this  area  to  find  sufficient  water  to  givo  each  dwelling  a piped  supply 
Tho  distances  to  be  piped  would  be  considerable  but  this  should  not 
deny  tho  public  a wholesome  supply  of  water. 

No  samplos  of  water  wero  submitted  during  tho  year. 

4.  Hay  Rural.  Scvontoon  houses  in  this  parish  are  sorvod  with  a pipod 

supply  from  tho  Council’s  supply  at  Llanigon.This  wator 
is  not  treated, There  arc  21  other  supplies  in  tho  parish  and  of  thoso 
7 aro  piped, Ono  dwelling  has  to  obtain  wator  from  a sourco  100  yards 
away . Improvement s ao  approved  by  tho  Wolsh  Board  of  Health  woro 
carriod  out  during  the  year. 

Two  samplos  wero  sent  for  analysis, all  woro  satisfactory. 

5.  Llano lieu. Thor e aro  15  dwellings  in  this  parish, 10  in  tho  Wye  Valloy 

and  5 in  the  Usk  Valley  and  all  havo  a pipod  supply  laid 
on  but  aro  sorvod  from  9 difforont  sources# 

No  samples  woro  sent  for  analysis  during  tho  yoar, 

6 .  Llanivon. Tho  village  of  Llanigon  is  sorvod  by  a public  wator  supply 

owned  by  tho  Council* Springs  aro  collected  to  a service 
rosorvoir  but  tho  wator  is  not  troatod, Those  sources  supply  16  dwelling 
with  water  laid  on  and  10  dwellings  from  a stand-pipe, There  aro  7 othc 
supplios  in  tho  parish  and  5 of  thoso  aro  pipod, Elevon  aro  suppliod 
with  wator  from  a considerable  distance, 7 ovor  150  yards, 2 ovor  200  yar 
and  2 tako  a supply  from  open  streams. 

Foior  samplos  wore  examined  during  tho  yoar,throo  were 
satisfactory  and  ono  suspicious. 

Sixtoon  dwellings  in  this  parish  situatod  ovor  the  500  foot 
contour  aro  badly  in  need  of  water  for  domestic  use  and  tho  attention 
of  tho  Council  is  drawn  to  this. 

7.  Llyswon.Of  tho  56  dwellings  in  this  parish,  38  have  wator  laid  on, 

14  aro  served  by  standpipes  and  4 are  sorvod  by  pumps. 

Thirty  throo  dwellings  aro  suppliod  by  tho  Council  and  this  water  is 
not  treated. 

No  samplos  were  submitted  for  analysis  during  tho  yoar. 

_8_.  Pipt on. There  * aro  11  privato  supplies  in  this  parish  and  of  thoso  7 
aro  piped  supplies  sorving  some  12  dwellings. No  wator  is 
troatod. Tho  other  dwellings  aro  served  by  individual  pirnros, One  pump 
sorving  two  cottages  is  without  water  for  two  or  three  months  in  a dry 
yoar  and  the  tenants  then  carry  wator  somo  350  yards. 

No  samplos  woro  submitted  for  analysis. 
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9^__Talaarth  „(Wyo  Valloy  Section) . Thoro  aro  throo  public  supplies  in 
this  soction,ono  ownod  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  and  two  by  the 
Council. The  larger  of  the  Council’s  supplies  served  329  dwellings  with 
water  laid  on  and  32  from  stand-pipes, sevoral  months  of  the  year  this 
supply  augments  the  village  of  Bronllys.One  portion  of  this  supply  1 
rcceivod  as  an  overflow  from  the  Mental  Hospital, Is  sand  filtered  and 
chlorinated  and  tho  second  portion  is  from  springs  collected  in  the 
Llanolieu  parish.  These  springs  aro  collected  to  a common  sorvico 
reservoir  which,  in  times  of  drought,  may  bo  connected  to  tho  brook 
and  on  such  occasions  this  water  is  chlorinated. 

During  1953  supplies  had  to  be 

rostrictod,  during^ the  night,  for  a portion  of  the  last  two  quarters  of 
the  year.  The  Hospital  staff  ar©  getting  concernod  about  tho  supply  of 
wator  and  have  notifiod  your  officials  that  thoy  may  havo  to  restrict 
further  and  In  view  of  these  conditions  it  is  sincerely  hoped  that 
quicker  progress  will  bo  made  in  the  very  near  future  with  tho 
Llanbwchllyn  Schemo . 

During  the  year  samples  were  taken  from  the  Llano liou  Brook  and 
reservoir, tho  brook  water  was  most  unsatisfactory, and  the  springs 
showed  a faecal  content  of  5. 

Samplos  wore  also  taken  from  the  Hospital  source  and  this  raw  water  was 

01  a similar  character  as  that  of  Llanolieu  Brook, but  after  sand 
filtration  and  chlorination  it  was  fit  for  human  consumption. 

As  in  some  othor  parishes, dwellings  abovo  tho  500  ft,  contour  arc  badly 
supplied  with  water 

There  arc  45  othor  supplies, of  which  12  are  piped  in  this  parish 
and  all  arc  subject  to  pollution. 

7 samples  from  private  supplies  wore  examined, 5 wore  satisfactory  and 

2 were  doubtful.  " J 

10.  Talgarth  (TJsk  Valley  Section)  There  is  no  public  supply  in  this 

area. There  aro  24  dwelling  houses  in 
this  area  of ^ which  3 havo  private  pipod  supplies  whilst  tho  othor 
21  arc  supplied  by  running  springs. 6 samples  wore  taken  during  the  year, 
and  all  wore  satisfactory, 

11. TrQgoyd  and  Vclindre. (Wye  Valloy  Section).  Of  tho  118  dwellings  in 
this  parish  100  havo  water  laid  on  and  6 are  sorvod  by  stand-pipes. 

All  the  supplies  aro  owned  by  privato  individuals. One  individual  supplio 
water  to  32  dwellings  and  another  supplies  30  dwellings . The  small- 
holdings above  500  feet  arc  here  again  badly  supplied  and  the  main 
supplies . in  this  parish  are  insufficient  in  times  of  drought  whilst 
tho  quality  is  not  satisfactory. Negotiations  to  purchase  continued 
during  tho  year. 

One  sample  was  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination 
during  the  year  and  was  unsat  i sf  ac  tory.Onc  privato  supply  sample  was 
taken  and  this  was  satisfactory. 

In  conclusion  it  is  obvious  from  tho  abovo  description  that 
all  tho  water  supplies  should  have  urgent  and  serious  consideration. 

They  arc  subject  to  pollution  and  the  very  number  - 171  - difforont 
sources  make  it  impossible  to  give  thorn  Individual  attention  as 
frequently  as  public  health  demands. 

The  major  water  scheme  received  consideration  during  the  year 
but  progress  appears  slow. In  the  meantime  only  two  farmers  took 
advantage  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  grant  to  install  privato 
supplies. 

Number  of  inspections  of  water  supplies 33. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage.  New  sowers  and  sewage  disposal  works  are  required 

for  the  villages  of  Throe  Cocks,  Bronllys, 
Llanigon,  Llyswen,  Vclindre  and  Glasbury. 

The  Trefocca  settling  tanks  could  with  advantage 
be  enlarged,  and  this  work  has  been  agreed  by  the  Council. 

In  Bronllys  there  is  no  treatment  plant,  tho 
sewage  running  over  fields.  This  in  my  opinion  should  be  improved. 
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~ „ -n*  T?e1rre  is  also  considerable  work  to  bo  dono  at  the  Talp-arth 

ewaye  Disposal  Works  as  the  pro  sent  effluent  Is  far  from  satisfactory.
